Great Ideas For a Photo 
Blanket 


A photo blanket is basically a large square piece of soft fabric, typically 
displaying photographs, images, or abstract designs, sometimes with bound 
edges, designed to either tell a story or show history. Historically, photo 
blankets were usually made of heavy, dark thick fabric depicting historical or 
meaningful objects, people, and scenes meant to tell a tale. Today, photo 
blankets can be made in almost any color, with any size, made with any 
fabric and any purpose. They are not tied with any special meaning. With the 
popularity of digital photography, more people like to use them to make their 
own unique, personalized blankets for family members, friends, and loved 
ones. 


If you want to get started making your own photo blanket, there are a few 
things that you need to know first. First, you will need a good photograph or 
image of something that you would like to put into a photo blanket. A favorite 
photo for many is one of a child playing or bathing. You can find any picture 
that is as clear and as nice as possible. To put the image in the blanket, you 
should first use a mat or a white sheet to cover the area you intend to print 
on. Next, you will need an ink pad, tracing paper, ribbon or some other 
material to hold the edges of your photo so that they do not come out too 
crooked. 


You should now have your photo selected and ready to start your blanket. 
You can either use a copy of your photo, or create a scrapbook of your own 
to put all of the photos together. When you are putting photographs together, 
you should always start at the top of the blanket and go all the way down. 
Remember to make sure that your photos are placed in the correct spot 
before you put any other photos in. You can use a little bit of tracing paper 
to help hold the edges of your photo in place, especially if your image is a 
little off from the original. 


After you have finished your photo blanket, you should hang it up or place it 
in a frame. Then, you can decorate it with buttons, ribbon or any other type 
of embellishment that you like. You can also use stickers to add some fun to 
the blanket. You may want to draw funny faces on the blankets that your 
child has taken pictures in. You can then have that image printed on a piece 
of paper and paste it onto the pillow case. 


You can also create a collage of your child's favorite images. You can use a 
few stickers, paint or markers and then stick them onto the blankets. Then 
take some old socks or even toes that you do not use anymore and glue 
them onto the bottom of each sock. The next step is to glue a piece of tape 
onto the bottom back of the sock. This will help you label the sock as well as 
stick it to the blanket without damaging it. 


These are a few great ideas for your child's photo blanket. If you are looking 
for something more creative, you can simply use any type of paper, fabric, 


poster board, or even markers and stickers. It will be a great keepsake that 
will be sure to bring you some joy for years to come!
